ENEMY  ASSAULTS 

•  ARE  UNCEASING 


-  PARIS,  March  31. — On  the  southern  battle  front  the 
French  have  recaptured  Ayencourt  and  Monchel,  and 
gained  considerable  ground  in  the  region  of  Orvillers,  ac- 
cording to  the  official  communication  from  the  War  Office 
tonight.    The  text  of  the  statement  reads: 

"The  Germans,  exhausted  by  their  sangiiinary  check  of 
yesterday,  made  violent  local  attacks  today  only  at  certain 
^points  on  the  front.  ^  .        ^ 

/'North  of  Moreuil  the  enemy  gained  no  success  except 
in  the  region  of  Hangard,  where,  after  stubborn  fighting,  he 
succeeded  in  gaining  a  foothold  in  the  village. 

"Betweer>  Moreuil  and  Lassigny  our  troops,  accdrding 
to  tha  latest  information,  j«captured:  Ayencourt  and  Mon- 
ch|;l,last  cveninf;  takifig  about  loq  pjriaoaefs.  Today;  in 
.the  coiinc  ol  spirited  «Rgagehients,  they  ma^e  a  notable 
advance  in  the  region  of  OrvillerS. 

"On  the  Oise  front  enemy  detachments,  consisting  of 
;a  battalion  of  storming  troops,  after  having  crossed  the 
river  near  Chauny,  attempted  to  establish  a  bridgehead  on 
the  left  bank.  In  a  vigorous  counter-attack  this  battalion 
iwas  completely  annihilated  or  taken  prisoner.  The  number 
of  unwounded  Germans  remaining  in  our  hands  exceeded 
100. 

"Our  long  range  guns  caught  under  their  fire  and 
destroyed  an  enemy  train  of  heavy  artillery  in  the  region  of 
Laon." 

_  AUSTRIANS  ASSISTING 

The  official  announcement  was  made  this  afternoon 
that  the  presence  on  the  Franco-British  front  of  Bulgarian 
and  Austrian  troops  has  now  been  established.  The  state- 
ment follows: 

"The  struggle  was  continued  with  undiminished 
violence  during  ^e  night,  and  the  result  was  to  emphasize 
the  check  administered  to  the  formidable  German  effort  of 
yesterday  to  break  throdgh  the  line.  ^ 

"Between  Montdidier  and  Moreuil  the  fire  of  the 
French  infantry  mowed  down  German  battalions,  which 
renewed  the  assault  without  ceasing.  Moreuil,  captured  by 
the  Germans,  was  retaken  by  the  F|:ench,  and  again  taken 
by  the  Germans  and  finally  carried  in  a  bayonet  charge 
made  with  incomparable  bravery,  with  British  and  French 
troops  mingled  in  the  same  ranks. 

"The  woods  north  of  Moreuil  also  were  captured  as  the 
result  of  valiant  fighting.  In  this  region  the  Prcnrh  toc^ 
many  prisoners. 

"In  the  region  between  Moreuil  and  Lassigny  the  check 
of  the  Germans,  it  has  been  established,  was  complete.  The 
French  were  able  to  make  progress  as  far  as  the  vicinity  of 
Ganny-aur-Metz.  A  division  of  picked  troops  which,  as 
announced  last  night,  recaptured  Plemont  and  held  it 
against  all  attacks  took  700  prisoners. 

"On  tiie  remainder  of  the  front  there  was  intermittent 
cannonading.  Three  German  raids  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
MCuse  (Verdun  front)  were  without  result. 

Gain  B^t  of  Arras 

LONDON,  March  31.— That  the  Germans  on  Sunday 
not  only  failed  to  make  gains  against  the  British  troops  in 
France,  but  lost  ground  four  miles  east  of  Arras,  and  suf- 
fered heavy  casualties  in  fruitless  attacks,  is  announced  in 
a  statement  issued  by  j^he  War  Office  tonight.  The  state- 
•ment  says: 

"North  of  the  Somme  the  day  has  been  quiet.  Imme- 
diately south  of  the  Scarpe  our  line  has  been  advanced  to 
the  cist  of  Feuchy.  It  has  been  confirmed  that  th©  enemy's 
losses  in  his  fruitless  attacks  were  heavy. 

"South  of  the  Somme  yesterday  by  successful  counter- 
attacks we  regained  possession  of  thefvillage  of  Demuin.  In 
operations  yesterday  by  the  Canadian  cavalry  and  British 
infantry,  in  conjunction  with  the  French,  we  recaptured 
Moreuil  and  the  wood  to  the  north  of  that  place. 

"This  afternoon  a  heavy  German  attack  developed  in 
^he  angle  between  the  rivers  Luce  and  Avre,  and  the  fight- 
ing continues,  ^uth  of  Moreuil  the  Germans  are  attack- 
ing in  the  direction  of  Mailly  and  Rameval. 

"This  morning  the  French  had  made  progress  from 
the  soath  of  Montdklier  to  Lassigdy,  retaking  sevei^ 
villsces  yihich  the^  lost  yesterday." 


ENEMY  DIGS 
HIMSELF  IN 
AT  LASSIGNY 


PARIS.  March  31. — The  battle 
is  slackening,  according  to  news 
reaching  Paris  late  tonight.  The 
attacks  of  the  Germans  have 
been  less  violent  and  less  num- 
erous today,  and  it  has  been  ob- 
served that  the  enemy  is  fever- 
ishly digging  himself  in,  particu- 
lary  in  the  neighborhood  of  Las- 
signy. The  general  impression 
is  that  the  situation  is  most  sat- 
isfactory. 


The  Germans  were  quiescent  north 
of  the  Somme  on  Sunday,  their  at- 
tacks not  being  renewed  against  the 
British  front,  Field  Marshal  Haig  re- 
ports from  headquarters  this  even- 
ing. iThere  was  considerable  fight- 
ing, ffowevcr,  south  of  the  Somme. 
The  text  of  the  report  reads: 

"North  of  the  Somme  the  enemy 
did  not  renew  his  attacks  today. 
Some  heavy  hostile  shelling,  how- 
ever, has  taken  place  on  dtflFerent 
parts  of  the  front.  We  secured  a 
few  prisoners  and  machine-guns  in 
loc|1  fighting. 

"Sputh  of  .the  Somnic  a.  Jicsiite.  at<v 
tack  developed  in  consider^la  iar^ 
aibout  mid-aay  south  of  the  mam 
Peronne-Amiens  road,  fighting  c6n- 
tinuing  in  and  between  the  valleys  of 
the  Luce  and  the  Avre,  where  pos- 
session of  tactical  features,  woods 
arid  villages  is  at  present  being  con- 
tested." 

Vigorous     Counter-Attack 

The  British  have,  restored  their 
line  south  of  the  Somme,  in  the  Luce 
valley  after  a  vigorous  counter-attack. 
Two  strong  attacks  made  by  the 
enemy  in  the  course  of  the  day 
airainst  our  front  from  Marcelcave  to 
the  Somme  were  repulsed,  in  each 
case  with  heavy  loss  to  his  troops. 
In  his  attacks  delivered  yesterday  im- 
mediately north  of  the  Somme  the 
enemy's  infantry  advanced  to  the 
assault  in  four  waves  and  were  re- 
pulsed at  all  points  by  our  outpost 
line.^  The  enemy's  casualties  on  this 
portion  of  the  battlefield  alone  are 
estimated  in  the  thousands. 

"Early  yesterday  afternoon  a  suc- 
cessful local  operation  was  carried 
out  by  us  in  the  neiorhborhood  of 
5erre.  Our  line  in  this  locality  was 
advanced  a  short  distance  and  230 
prisoners  and  40  machine-guns  were 
cantured  by  us. 

"Our  line  was  also  carried  forward 
slifhtlv  on  various  parts  of  the 
bsHlffront  and  orisoners  were  t^en. 

"Hostile  artillery  was  active  earlv 
yesterday  eveninir  in  the  neighbor- 
hood   of    B"'"''1'OV.*' 

"Local  Battle*" 

BERLIN,  March  31.— (Via  Lon- 
don) — The  official  report  from  head- 
quarters this  evening  says: 

There  have  been  local  successful 
battUs  between  Luce  Brook  and  the 
Avre.  The  counter-attacks  west  and 
southwest  of  Montdidier  failed  with 
heavy  losses.**

CANADA  IS  URGED  TO 

REINFORCE  HER  TROOPS 


OTTAWA,  March  31.— The  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
Governor  General  of  Canada,  has  received  the  follow- 
ing cablegram  from  Premier  Lloyd  George: 

"I  have  been  inspired  during  the  past  week  with 
the  constant  news  of  the  dauntless  courage  with  which 
the  Dominion  troops  have  withstood  the  desperate 
assaults  of  vastly  more  numerous  German  forces.  This 
battle  shows  that  the  E^mpire  has  reason  to  be  proud  of 
all  its  sons.  Our  armies  cannot  have  too  many  of  these 
splendid  men. 

"As  already  announced,  we  propose  to  ask  Parlia- 
ment to  authorize  immediate  measures  for  raising  fresh 
forces.  I  would  also  urge  the  Government  of  Canada 
to  reinforce  iti  heroic  troops  in  the  fullest  possible 
manner  and  with  the  smallest  possible  delay. 

"The  struggle  is  only  in  its  opening  stages,  and  it  is  our 
business  to  see  that  our  armies  get  the  maximum  measure  of 
support  that  we  can  give  them.  Let  no  one  think  that  what 
even  the  remotest  of  our  Dominions  can  now  do  can  be  too  late. 
Before  the  campaign  is  finished  the  last  man  may  count."

INFURIATEX)  YOUTHS  WHEN  BAFFLED 

RESPRT  TO  ARSON  AS  REVENGE 


QUEBEC,  March  31. — Sanguinary  scenes  were  again  enaete<f 
here  tonight  as  an  aftermath  of  earlier  disturbances  when  the  miUtiry 
authorities,  in  the  pursuance  of  their  duties,  were  attacked  by  a  mob, 
which,  skulking  from  alleys  and  blind  corners,  pelted  soldiers  and 
officers  alike  with  missiles,  resulting  in  some  cases  in  serious  injuries. 

Three  persons  were  shot  during  the  riot,  suffering  slight  wounds^ 
Federal  troops  are  now  on  the  ground. 

All  buildings  in  the  city  likely  to  be  attacked  are  strongly  guard- 
ed tonight,  while  companies  of  soldiers  with  fixed  bayonets  patrol 
the  areas  where  trouble  may  be  feared.  A  number  of  regiments  from 
different  parts  of  Canada  reached  Quebec  today  to  supplement  the 
local  forces. 

Successful  in  their  efforts  towards  combatting  the  military  in 
guerilla  warfare  the  mob  added  arson  to  its  list  of  offences.  Quebec 
tonight  has  been  seething.

Except  for  a  determined  attack,  having  for  its  objecttre  the 
capturing  of  Arras  and  turning  onr  flank  in  that  direction,  the  Ger- 
mans  have  attempted  no  operations  on  a  ktrge  scaie,  and  in  a  vast 
majority  of  the  minor  encounters  we  have  much  the  better  of  the 
en:hanges,  this  being  conspicuous  hi  the  area  from  Arrtt  to  AK>ert 
and  about  the  Ancre,  where  the  Germans  repeatedly  made  vkiou^ 
drives  to  capture  local  strategical  positions.

"How  great  hare  been  their  losses  during  the  whole  ten  d^fi  K 
is  impossible  to  compute.

"Although  as  yet  our  information 
Is  vory  Ipcomplpte,  It  Is  certain  that 
the  German  losses  in  the  battle  of 
the  Somme  have  been  enormous. 
Prisoners  who  were  questioned  on 
the  26  th  of  March  reported,  for  ex- 
ample, that  the  SSth  division  of  In- 
fantry was  almost  completely  anni- 
hilated, and  that  the  208th  division 
suffprod  heavily.  The  losses  were 
chiefly  due  to  tha  machlnie-guas, 
whlsh,  Inptpllad  with  determnled  men 
in  shell  holes,  mowed  down  to  the 
vory  last  the  dense  enemy  forations. 

"The  bodies  of  both  friends  and 
enemies  are  stripped  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible by  ths  Germans  and  left  en- 
tirely nude.  The  booty  obtained  by 
eelking  the  equipment  and  clothing  is 
collected    and   sent    to    the   rear,      so
